CORDIAL WELCOME.

The Graf Zeppelin, which flew 
from her base at Friederichshaven 
yesterday, arrived at Cardington at 
the appointed time.in the late after- 
It made oa beautiful—land- 
ing and ‘was. moored. for “@- short 
time on the Royal Alr Force Aero- 
drome. Her 22: passengers having 
disembarked; Dr. Hugo Eckener, 
her Commander, who had been in 
England for some days, went on 
board together with Sir Sefton 
Brancker, Director of Civil Avia- 
tion, and several other persons pro- 
minent in, ‘English Aviation who 
were passengers on the return 
flight to Friederichshaven. 

There was great enthusiasm at 
Cardington, the officers of the first 
Zeppelin to visit England since 
the war being given a cordial wel- 
come. ‘On her way to Cardington 
the Zeppelin passed over Wembley 
Stadium while play was in progress 
and saluted the King, who returned 
the salutation. 

_ British Advance. | 

During his visit to Cardington 
Dr. Eckener, boarded the R.100," 
which was riding at her mooring 
tower, and inspected the sister alr- 
ship R.J01, ‘which is in her shed. 
Dr. Eckener expresed keen inter- 
est in these vesels'and remarked in 
an interview that in ship structure 
and nose mooring gear they repre-

tries and said that he believed 
the model of the new mechanical 
transporter for taking the airship 
into its shed was likely to be uni- 
versally adopted. ..

those who are opposed to the 
policies of the people and the ‘wel- 
fare of the nation alao should be 
the subject’. of senatorial seru- 
tiny.” .

_ Fight for Throne: in’ 
Poland, - 


‘ Miczyslaw ‘Wajnbyb, special corres.

Poland's " gypsies have two kings, 
There is. King Bazyli, whose scat of 
government is located in the Warsaw 
tuburb of Marymont, and King Michael 
IL, who has his humble’ palace in the 
village of Pinstow, 20 kilometres from 
Warsuw. The United . Press’ Corres- 
pondent has interviewed both of the 
monarchs, has’ examined their papers 
and talked with their followers, and ho 
is util) at a loss to say which of the 
two is the real king of the gypuies of 
Poland: oa a 
* Bazyli had been king for some time 
when the. gypsy tribes gathored in 
Pinstow a’ month or two ago and clected 
a new ruler, Michael, the son of King 
Gregor, Who had been the ‘gypsy sover- 


eign for 25 yenrs. Severnt days later 
Michael was crowned at elaborate cere- 
monies held in the lending restaurant of 
Plastow.’ Present at the coronation 
were representatives of the Polish gov. 
ernment, the sheriff of Warsaw. and 
one or two police officials, They uns 
dersigned ‘the documents testifying to 
the election and coronation of Michnel, 

This, however, did not settle tho 
question of the succession. Bazyli was 
more insistent than ever in his con- 
tention that he was the genuine king, 
He asserted that Michael had been 
elected by gypsies who were not Poles, 
who had fictitious names and who pos- 
sessed forged police passes. .. Hence 
their action Was Invalid and he, Bazyli, 
remained king. . 

Receiving an officin! of the’ starostel

respondent in his royal quarters in
